COUNCIL OF WAR 
IN MELBOURNE 





George Wallace 
State power brokers, Victoria and NSW, seem certain to get 
their way at the crucial July 30 meeting. There are 11 votes cast 


at ASF executive level. Victoria and NSW hold two votes each. 
The seven other votes are held by the NSL, S.A., Tasmania, 
Queensland, Northern NSW, the ACT and Western Australia. 

Northern NSW and the ACT mainly represent the interest of 
respective National League clubs Newcastle KB and Canberra 
Arrows. They seem certain to vote in line with the NSL. Question 
marks hang over which way Western Australia and Tasmania will 
vote. Assuming that they vote with the NSL and assuming that 
every delegate entitled to vote does so rather than abstain, at 
worst the Victoria-NSW lobby will win 6-5, as it is confident of 
securing support from SA and Queensland. 

All hell may break loose if the vote is tied because the decisive 
vote will be cast by ASF president Sir Arthur George. 

Many State federations are wary of such a situation. They be- 

neve that Sir Arthur’s vote will be catatie f influenced by the 
greement he struck last year with West Nally. 
! Incidentally, we understand that that agreement is yet to be 
abled at an ASF meeting. At least three federations have written 
o the ASF to obtain copies of the alleged agreement but have 
ailed to do so. , 

If West Nally throws its considerable financial clout behind 
either of the two NSL regionalisation proposals then Sir Arthur 
may back the NSL, 

Such a situation would polarise Australian soccar te an extent 
never before seen. And at least one of the State power brokers is 
prepared to hit back hard. A high ranking VSF official told me last 
week that his State will serve a writ on the ASF to stop the NSL 
pushing through either of its regionalisation plans. 

Things have changed dramatically in Victoria since the forma- 
tion of the national league in late 1976. Then, Tony Kovac was 
chairman of the VSF board of management and Sam Papasavas 
was chairman of the State League board, Both had vested club 
interests, Kovac as president of Footscray JUST and Papasavas 
as president of South Melbourne Hellas, two of the clubs which 
joined with fellow rebels Heidelberg Alexander and Mooroolbark 
in pulling out of the VSF and joining the fledgling national com- 
petition. 

Vito Cilauro now is acting chairman of the VSF board of man- 
agement in the absence of Michael Weinstein, recuperating 
from illness. Cilauro also is chairman of the State League board. 
He is not officially tied with any VSF member club, so the feder- 
ation is able to present a fairly united front, secure in the know- 
ledge that Cilauro will act solely in its interests. 

However, there is unrest within the VSF. Publicity officer Lou 
Stafrace explains: 

“Tt is in the interests of the VSF that all board members 
present a united front if our efforts are to prove successful. Any 
sign of disharmony within the board is not just a sign of weakness 
it also can become a weapon which can be used against us.” 

Arnold Langer and Frank Burin both are members of the VSF 
board of management. Langer is the treasurer of Green Gully 
Ajax. Burin had a long administrative association with 
Melbourne Croatia. Both Ajax and Croatia are keen to join NSL 
ranks. 

The July 9 council of war between the States will be presented 
with a firm VSF rebuttal of the NSL proposals. It also will frame 
a series of constructive counter proposals to be presented on 
D-day, July 30, at ASF headquarters in Sydney. 

Dacisions reached on that day wifl have a momentous bearing 
on the direction of Australian club soccer for years te coma. 
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Australia’s youth soccer team will be on 
view against world class opposition in Novem- 
ber if national coach Les Scheinflug has his 
way. 

The team played in Papua New Guinea, the 
United States, Costa Rica and Mexico in its build- 
up campaign for the recent World Youth Cup 


finals.

“T believe it is widely real- 
ised that further development 
of the Australian youth team 
will do wonders for the code.”’

Geovani the star, Korea the 


surprise, 1.3 million watch 


Mexico forgot its economic 
worries: there was plenty of 
attacking soccer and every- 
one seemed to agree that the 
second world youth cup, was 
an overwhelming success. 


Some 1.3 million spectators at- 
tended the 32 games over two weeks, 
an astonishing average of around 40,- 
000 per match which fell just short of 
the senior world cup in Spain last 
year. It bodes well for 1986, when 
Mexico stages the next ‘‘Mundial.”’ 

“The cup has been a tremendous 
success both in public interest and the 
quality of the play... and the displays of 
South Korea, China and Nigeria illustrate 
the advances made in the developing coun- 
tries of soccer,’’ FIFA (International 
Football Federation) senior vice-presi- 
dent Harry Cavan said. 

FIFA organised the 16-nation finals, 
which are now a regular, two-yearly event 
at which some of the best teenage foot- 
ballers in the world perform. 

Brazil beat Argentina 1-0 in the final, 
played in front of some 110,000 spectators 
at the towering Aztec Stadium, venue for 
the 1970 senior final. 

Although the traditional soccer coun- 
tries came out on top, the cup is essen- 
tially geared towards encouraging the 
spread of the game in Third World nations 
without the pedigrees of teams like Eng- 
land, Brazil or Italy. 

‘The chance for these youngsters to ex- 
perience a competition like this gives the 
traditionally weaker soccer powers the 
opportunity to build up their strength for 
the senior tournaments,’’ Cavan said. 

South Korea learned quickly enough 
how to handle the big time, reaching the 
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ning goal with only eight minutes remain- 
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The Koreans’ non-stop running and pre- 
cise ball-control won over the Mexican 
fans, who gave them a standing ovation at 
the end of the match. 

Nigeria, which beat the Soviet Union 
and came within inches of doing the same 
to the Netherlands, and China, which thra- 
shed Austria 3-0, were also in the van- 
guard of the developing nations’ assault on 
the cup. 

Many of the games were outstanding ad- 
vertisements for attacking soccer, partic- 
ularly the final, South Korea against Mexi- 
co, Brazil-Czechoslovakia, Uruguay- 
Poland and the Soviet Union-Netherlands 
clash. 

Brazilian schemer Geovani Silva emer- 
ged as the star of the cup, winning the 
Golden Ball trophy for best player and the 
Golden Boot for top scorer with six goals. 

But there was a host of talent on view 
and many of the top players — all under 20 
— are likely to return to grace the senior 
cup here in 1986. 

Among the names to watch for apart 
from Silva, are Paulo Ferreira and Mau- 
ricio Vilella, Brazil’s quicksilver front- 
runners, who have inherited the kind of 
flamboyant skills made famous by Pele, 
Rivelino and Zico. 

Ruben Sosa of Uruguay and Argentina's 
Roberto Zarate must also rank among the 
top South American stars of the tourna- 
ment while the performances of winger 
Mario Been of the Netherlands, South 
Korean striker Shin Yon Ho and Austral- 
ians Anthony Franklin and Joe Rizzotto 
are likely to stay in the memories of the 
local fans. 

The problems of altitude — the Toluca 
venue was 2,600 metres above sea-level — 
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were overcome by most of the teams, But, 
= in all big events, there were other prob- 
ems. 


At the end of Scotland’s victory over 
Mexico players of both sides had to dodge 
a hail of bottles and cans as they tried to 
leave the pitch. 


The Mexican authorities were warned 
privately that the stadiums would have to 
be made safer, the sale of alcohol banned 
and police control improved for the 1986 
cup, FIFA sources said. 

Two of the matches — United States 
versus the Ivery Coast and entina 
versus the Netherlands — ended in bad- 
tempered chaos, with the referees losing 
control and having to send off a total of six 
players. 

“There have been snags, hiccups and 
problems but nothing that cannot be resol- 
ved in the next three years,” said Cavan. 
He blamed some of the on-field mis- 
behaviour on youthful frustration. 

One embarrassing problem over which 
FIFA had no influence was the host coun- 
try’s conspicuous lack of success on the 
field. 

As in the 1970 World Cup, Mexico failed 
to reach the latter stages of the finals and 
the sports press renewed its calls for a 
complete overhaul of the game here. 

But despite the isolated outbreaks of 
trouble, most Mexican fans are easy-going 
fatalists by international standards and 
the early departure of their team and the 
live television coverage of every match 
did not deter them from turning out in 
huge numbers for even the most unpromi- 
sing matches. 

e finals were estimated to have cost 
some three million dollars to stage though 
debt-crippled Mexico did not have to 
shoulder much of the burden, according to 
FIFA and Mexican soccer sources. 

Most of the money was recouped 
through ticket sales, television rights and 
sponsorship, they said.

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Traynor 
now set 
for joy 


Few can be more 
aware of the meagre 
margin between success 
and failure in soccer than 
Tommy Traynor. 

The Sunshine George 
Cross coach twice suffered 
the disappointment of being 
a beaten finalist in the Scot- 
tish FA Cup and also was in- 
volved in the Scottish Lea- 
gue’s closest ever finish. 

Traynor’s team, Heart of 
Midlothian, went into the 
last day of the 1964-65 cam- 
paign two points ahead of 
Kilmarnock and enjoying a 
superior goal average. The 
pair met during that fateful 
Saturday afternoon, with the 
““Maroons’’ only having to 
avoid defeat by a couple of 
goals or more in order to 
secure the championship on 
their own ground. 

Instead, Kilmarnock won 
2-0 and snatched the title by 
0.04 of a goal. Ironically, 
under the present day 
system of using goal differ- 
ence to separate teams fin- 
ishing level on points Hearts 
would have been the 
champion! 

Traynor had joined the 
Edinburgh club two years 
earlier from Dunipace ju- 
niors. For seven seasons, his 
diminutive figure surging up 
their left flank was a famil- 
iar sight on Caledonian foot- 
ball pitches. 

While at Tynecastle Park, 
he partook in two European 
Fairs Cup (now UEFA Cup) 
expeditions and played in the 
1967-68 Scottish FA Cup 
final: won 3-1 by Dunferm- 
line Athletic. 

1970 saw Traynor move to 
Dundee United in exchange 
for Wilson Wood. Both 
players were valued at 


The little left winger, and 
now occasional midfielder, 
played a valuable part in the 
early stages of United's re- 
markable rise to a position 
among the elite of Scottish 
soccer; appearing in its first 


major cup final — the Scot- 
tish FA Cup decider of 1974. 

Celtic won that game 3-0, 
but, as league champion, 
was ineligible for the follow- 
ing season’s Cup Winners’ 
Cup. United stood in for 
Celtic and gave Traynor a 
further taste of European 
football. 

His stay on Tayside ended 
in 1976 upon moving to Mor- 
ton, where he was to remain 
for just one season, before 
linking up with Falkirk. 

Here, Traynor’s playing 
career ended on an unhappy 
note, when the “‘Bairns”’ fin- 
ished bottom of the 1976-77 
Division One ladder. 


Over 300 Scottish League 
appearances, only 17 of them 
outside of the top section, 
had been made and more 
than 7@ goals scored in senior 
football. 


As a coach, he has served 
Dunipace juniors, Kilsyth 
Rangers and Cowdenbeath; 
all of whom offered little po- 
tential for an ambitious 
coach.

Davo’s view 

Socceroo star Alan David- 
son says the English players 
showed the Australian new re- 
spect after their three games. 
“They gave all of us quite a 
few compliments,” he said. 
“‘At first we were all scared 
and nervous about playing 
against England, but after the 
first game we knew they were 
only human. Sure, there were 
few big names among them 
but they weren’t Peles.” Da- 
vidson missed a good scoring 
chance against Peter Shilton 
in Brisbane, and said to his op- 
ponent John Barnes while run- 
ning back to position: “Would 
you have scored?’’ Barnes an- 
swered: “Don’t worry abut it. 
I hate one-on-one situations as 
well.”” 


Defence? 

Frank Arok made a very sallent 
point while defending himself 
against criticism of Australia’s 
“defensive” tactics. “It is a basic 
rule in soccer that if you lose the 
ball, every player quickly get goal- 
side of the ball, meaning they all 
defend In that situation. That is 
simple soccer logic. Talk about 
five defenders is bulldust. We had 
two full backs attacking England, 
whereas their full backs didn’t 
worry us at all.” Arok said he had 
worked at a tactic based on 
cutting England's ball supply to its 
forwards. “We rehearsed every- 
thing,” he said. “All our training 
was done in pressure situations. 
We contested high balls under 
pressure, we built up from behind 
under pressure, we chased like 
mad dogs, according to plan. It all 
came out right in the games. All 
credit to the players.” Arok is no 
beginner He had 16 years with 
Novi Sad and four with Vojvodina 
in Yugoslavis, and his St George 
team of the sixties and seventies 
produced Socceroos Johnny War- 
ren, Manfred Schaefer, Attila 
Abonyi and Adrian Alston. 


‘Donnell turns from 


Hellas fo Footscray 


The focus of atten- 
tion in the race to 
sign talented mid- 
fielder Brian O’Don- 
nell from Blacktown 
City has switched 
from South Mel- 
bourne Hellas to 
Footscray JUST. 


JUST coach Bobby 
McLachlan, keen to sign a 
new player before tomor- 
row’s (Thursday’s) trans- 
fer deadline, held talks 
with O’Donnell last Mon- 
day. 

O'Donnell returned from 
England, where he had been 
playing on loan from Bourne- 
mouth with Torquay United, 
about three weeks ago and was 
transfer listed at $7500 by his 
former Australian club Black- 
town late last week. Initially 
Hellas looked likely to sign O'- 
Donnell but once Blacktown 
found out that he was back in 
Australia it put into operation 
a signed agreement with the 
player which bound him to 
Blacktown upon his return 
from the U_K. 

Hellas coach Rale Rasic had 
been keen to sign O'Donnell 
but baulked at the price. Ironi- 
cally it was Rasic, who coach- 
ed O'Donnell at Blacktown, 
who negotiated the clause 
binding the hard-working mid- 
fielder to the NSW club- 

O'Donnell joined Black- 
town secretary Peter Thorne 
in criticising the treatment ‘he 
has received from Hellas since 
his return. 

“I'm bitterly LEP 
at the way Hellas and Rale 
Rasic have left me to run 
around and negotiate a move 
from Blacktown,” said O’Don- 
nell, 

“It would appear that some- 
one is letting Brian run around 
and do the dealing with us in 
the hope that if he squirms 
hard enough he'll get away for 
next to nothing,”’ said Thor- 
ne. Rasic answered criti- 
cism of himself and Hellas by 
claiming that he had come to 
un agreement with a_ third 
party which would have seen 
O'Donnell at Hellas for just 
$2,500. 

“We were told that Black- 
town would release Brian for

$2,500 and we're not prepared 
to buy him at a price other 
than the one we were led to be- 
lieve we would be paying. 
There's a point of principle in- 
volved here. You must under- 
stand that we were under the 
impression that the player was 
available for $2,500," said 
Rasic. 

O’Donnel!, 25, was born in 
Port Glasgow, Scotland, and 
moved to England at an early 
age. As a 16-year-old, he was 
apprenticed with Third Divi- 
sion club Bournemouth and 
became a full-time  profes- 
sional there two years. later 
John Bond was the manager 
then 

“He (Bond) was a good 
manager but he wasn't there 
that long after I broke into the 
first team. We were top of the 
Third Division when Bond left 
to join Norwich, taking seven 
or eight first team players 
with him and we ended up 
struggling to avoid 
relegation,”’ said O' Donnell. 

“What hit Bournemouth 
hard was money problems. It 


had to get rid of a lot of young 
players.” 
“O'Donnell joined Bristol 


Rovers on a free transfer for a 
season, a move he regrets. 

“Going there was a mistake. 
Den Megson was the boss and I 
didn't like him. The side 
always struggled to stay in 
Second Division and the at- 
mosphere among the players 
was terrible.”’ 


O'Donnell came to Australia 
in 1978 to join the now defunct 
Western Suburbs in the nation- 
al league. APIA Leichhardt 
took over Western Suburbs and 
O’Donnell had a run-in coach 
Willie Wallace, now coaching 
Wollongong. 


“I fell out with Wallace. I 
never enjoyed playing under 
him because I felt too rest- 
ricted. I was playing on the 
left side of midfield but he 
wouldn't fet me get forward 
the way I wanted to. The sup- 
porters started pressuring the 
club, wanting to know why I 
played my best games whene- 
ver Wallace wasn’t looking 
after us. I think that’s why I 
Tell out of favor with him.” 

O'Donnell joined Blacktown 
City in 1980 in the NSW State 
League, and also played with 
the Demons in 1981, their first 
and only sojourn into NSL 
ranks. Mick Jones was coach 
of Blacktown when O'Donnell 
joined but he was sacked and 
Rasic was appointed manager- 
coach for the 1981 season. 

“Blacktown is a great club. 
It’s got lots of character and 
spirit. Its biggest mistake 
though was getting rid of Mick 
Jones as coach. Were he still 
been a charge of Blacktown, 
the club would still be in the 
NSL. He’s one of the most 
underrated coaches in Austral- 
jan soccer. He really knows 
how to communicate with 
players.”’ 

O'Donnell returned to 
Bournemouth at the end of 
1981, re-signing for his former 
club in January 1982, under the 
managership of former 
Chelsea great David Webb. O’- 
Donnell broke into Bourne- 
mouth's first team just two 
weeks after re-signing but the 
recently completed 1982-82 
season was a disappointing 
one. 

‘We started off well in the 
league and I played the first 12 
games. The Webb decided that 
he wanted to sign name 
players like George Best. I 
was on the outer and I joined 
Fourth Division Torquay 
United on loan. We were going 
strong at the time and had a 
great F. A. Cup run, finally 
going down 3-2 at home to 
Sheffield Wednesday.”’ 

O'Donnell turned down an 
offer to join Hong Kong club 
Happy Valley in March this 
year It would have meant 
postponing his wedding which 
took place a month ago. 

O’Donnell’s decision to 
return here was not based 
merely on soccer consid- 
erations

VSF ‘slaps 
in face’ 
to NSL 








leaders 


Heidelberg president Sam Goulopoulos 
claimed this week that the Victorian Soccer 
Federation was “thoroughly discourteous’’ to 
the leaders of Victoria’s four NSL clubs at the 
Australia v England match at Olympic Park. 

He said they were barred from attending a gathering of 
players and officials after the game. 


“Leo Anezakis, the Hellas president, was with me as we tried 
to join the function,’’ Goulopoulos said. ‘‘But George Wallace, the 
VSF secretary, barred us, yelling No, no, no, we couldn't come it, 
and if he made exceptions with us, he’d have to make exceptions 


with other people. 


“Here was a paid employee of the VSF, barring voluntary offi- 
cialis who put a lot of time and money into propping up the game. 
He was treating us like second-class citizens, yet who were the 
players at the gathering — the players who had just played for 
Australia? They were ali from the Nationa] League. 

“‘The whole thing was a farce and a slap in the face. 


‘*‘Most mem 


rs of the Press were barred as well, but special 


treatment was given to the people from Channel 7. They were 
allowed in, but Channel 0/28 apparently was barred, as were all 


the other media. 


“I was told there were about 90 people at the function. I can’t 
see what difference it would have made had the organisers shown 
common courtesy in at least inviting the NSL presidents and the 


Press.” 


Goulopoulos also criticised the allocation of tickets for the 
match. He said a NSL meeting in Sydney agreed three months ago 
that each club should get 15 tickets to the international match. He 
said the ASF subsequently allocated only four per club, and final- 
ly the VSF handed out only two per club. 

“I rang three times in the week before the game to talk to the 
ASF’s marketing director, Peter Sheehan but he didn’t even 
bother returning my calli,’’ Goulopoulos claimed. 

“Then I spoke to the NSL manager, Steve Kamasz, who told me 
George Wallace was handling the tickets. 

“I had given my two allocated tickets to my coach and gear

Viatko Belic| 
ripe for 
the "Roos

National coach Les Scheinflug would be 
well advised to look closely at Footscray 








J.U.S.T.’s young midfielder Viatko Belic 
when choosing his national squad for the 
tournament against Poland, Uruguay and 
Cameroon in November. 


Belic has emerged this 
season as one of the out- 
standing midfielders in 
Australia, and he’s only 
21. 

He is hard, fast and ag- 
gressive, he has exceptional 
heading ability and tackling 
power, he is a proven 
goalscorer and he’s tall as © 
well as strong. 

Coach Bobby McLachlan 
rates him very highly, as do 
his team mates and every- 
one who has played against 
him. 

Belic also is part of the 
natural process of progress- 
ion to the Socceroo squad, 
having played in the national 
youth team. 

He was the Victorian 
schools under 13 long jump 
champion while at Rich- 
mond HIgh School and con- 
tinued showing promise at 
long jump and triple jump 
with the St. Stephens Athlet- 
ics Club. 

But after a few kick- 
abouts with friends at 
school, Belic decided that 
soccer was more fun so he 
joined J.U.S.T. at the age of 
13 and eventually gave up 
athletics. 

He played also at school 
and when he was in third 
form, Richmond High won 
the Victorian championship. 

Belic, was in the Victorian 
youth team that won the 
national championship by 
beating Western Australia in 
the fina] in 1979. With five 
goals, he was top scorer in 
the tournament. 

Belic played every posi- 
tion from goalkeeper to left 
winger while with the 
J.U.S.T. juniors, so he has a 
good grounding in all aspects 
of the game, even though the 


juniors failed to win any 
titles. 

He was promoted to senior 
soccer in 1977, when he was 
15 


He was the team’s top 
scorer with 12 goals in 1978. 
He was switched to midfield 
in 1979 but still scored six 
times. 


The then coach, Cedo 
Cirkovic, gave Belic his first 
PSL game in early Cots: 
against Brisbane City, be- 
cause many senior players 
were injured. 


“fT was included in the 
squad just to. make up the 
numbers’’, he remembers. 
“Alan Parrott was supposed 
0 play but just before the 
kick-off, he told ‘Cira’ he 
wasn’t fully fit and couldn’t 
go on. Cira then grabbed me 
and told me I’d have to play. 
It happened so quickly I 
didn’t have time to get ner- 
vous. Anyway, we lost 3-0 
but I would have scored 
twice had it not been for the 
goalkeeper, and Cira told me 
afterwards I had played 
well’. 


That was his only PSL ap- 
pearance of 1978, and he 
made only two in 1979. 

But coach Rocco Ille put 
Belic through a lot of extra 
training to help him improve 
his shooting and heading 
skills, and it paid off. 

“T think Rocco was a great 
coach and I enjoyed working 
with him. 


His improvement has con- 
tinued at an even more re- 
markable rate since 
McLachlan took over as 
coach carly this year. 

Belic was born in Novi 
Sad, Yugoslavia, and came 
to Australia when he was 11.

Armstrong Cup 
to Waverley? 


Victorian club secretar- 
ies beware! If your club is 
playing Waverley City in 
the Harry Armstrong Re- 
serve Cup this year, rulo 
17D of the rules governing 
the competition may make 
for interesting reading. 


That rule tells you that 
players signed after you've 
been knocked out of the Dock- 
erty Cup, are not eligible to 
represent you in the Harry 
Armstrong Cup. 

I’m sure that most clubs 
were of the similar illusion we 
labored under for years, tht if 
you didn’t play in the Dockerty 
Cup you could play in the Arm- 
strong Cup. 

Not so. Waverley has seen to 
that and is using this rule to tis 
advantage. There's nothing 
wrong with that, but we 
thought we might let clubs 
know because Waverley was 
beaten in an earlier Arm- 
strong Cup round by Prahran 
but successfully protested 





against Prahran playing 
players ineligible under rule 
17D. Waverley then proceeded 
to be beaten by Moorabbin 
City and this week the VSF 
will hear Waverley's protest 
against the alleged in- 
eligibility of five Moorabbin 
players in that match. 


INcidentally, clubs can face 
a fine of $200 under this rule, if 
the case against them is prov- 
en.

The tiny Scotaman, who has been gracing our scene for over 5 
decade now, was one of the few Socceroos who could take on 
and even outshine most of the Englishmen in the technical 
aspects of the game. 

He has the uncanny ability to shield the ball In a manner which 
puts many of his heftier colleagues to shame, his crosses, one- 
twos, passes have the proverbial ‘‘eyes"’ and was generally able 
to torment and taunt the highly rated European professional op- 
position arrayed against him. 

So Les, judge Joe Watson by his fitness, dedication, skills and 
performance — not the date on his birth certificate, planse.

Already, behind the scenes mutterings and rumblings are 
emanating from the office of ASF commercial manager Peter 
Sheean, alleging that he is frustrated by the negativiem. of the 
amateur administrators. 

Similarly, the office of executive director or secretary of the 
ASF, recently filled by Brian Emary, but praviously held for a 
record term by the very able Brian le Ferre has never developed 
Into the high powered and visible administrative hub of action 
which it should have. 

Johnny Warren, the most unlversally recognised Australian 
soccer personality, and one with the knack of generating pubiicl- 
ty, has found greener pastures In the world of the media after one 
or two attempts to work from the “‘inside’’. 

Gerry Chaldi, Australia’s Coach of the Year just a faw soasons 
ago and almost unbelievably successful with Sydney City Hakoah 
over a period of several years, js nowadays contented to drive a 
cab around the eastern suburbs of Sydnay. 

Since his dramatically short stint with the Impatient Weet Ad- 
elaide Hellas and hia subsequent return to Sydney, he has not 
coached at either senior or junior, professional or amateur level. 

These are just a fow examples that quickly come to mind. 

There is a brain drain in Australlan soccer, but what is even 
more frightening is that too many of the con merchants and 
charlatans who Inevitably attach themselves to the living body of 
soccer like so many leeches, stay around in positions of in- 
fluence, year after year, decade after decade... *

y does desperately need media sup- 
specially from the commercial net- 
yut much to our dismay, this achieve- 
‘oved fruitless. 


The Seven Network performed its task of 
presenting the series in a manner which could 
at best be described as disappointing. It has 
only caused severe embarrasment to the West 
Nally Corp. and to all soccer supporters in 
Australia. 


Thinking that at least a live telecast was 
going to be provided of the games interstate, 
we were subjected to one-hour edited high- 
lights which were put on at ridiculous times 
and which were both disjointed and ruined by 
continual commercials which perfectly shows 
the priority given to soccer by Channel 7. Then 
there was Rex Mossop’s commentary, in- 
undated with incorrect information and the 
fear that at any stage he would tell us that 
England had scored a touchdown instead of a 
goal, (both grounds in Sydney and Brisbane in 
fact had horizontal lines across them which 
added to the confusion!) not to mention the 
atrocious camera work which made me 
wonder whether the players’ apparel was of 
more importance than the actual play itself. If 


this wasn’t enough, the scorer of the GOAL in 
the game in Brisbane was not even given 
correctly at any stage of the telecast. I would 
dread to think what would have happened if 
this occurred in a game of Aussie Rules or 
Rugby. r 


To cut a long story short, Channel 7's cov- 
erage was, shoddy and suggested total dis- 
interest by them. Why the rights to the tele- 
casts were not given to Channel 0/28 1 will 
never know. Seven’s interpretation of our 
game here has helped put soccer in Australia 
even further into obscurity, a situation which 
our so-called soccer administrators should 
have forseen.

Already, Wilhelmina has 
secured an $80,000 sponsorship 
over four years from an un- 
named influential Dutch busi- 
nessman and is on the thre- 
shold of clinching a major 
sponsorship deal with a large 
Dutch based company. 

John van Hoboken, whose 
administrative and financial 
ties with the club are unparal- 
leled in Australian club soc- 
cer, no longer is president but 
remains as a club patron. 

“All of us on the committee 
respect Mr van Hoboken for 
what he has done for our club 
and we hope that he can con- 
tinue to support us in any way 
possible,”’ said club chairman 
Bil! Wannet 

The new committee was 
formed on an interim basis 
last year and officially took 
over the administrative reins 
of the club in April this year. It 
consists of Wannet, secretary 
Hans Lechner, treasurer Hans 
Verniers, Wessel Bosschieter, 
Gerald Bakker and Kees Kos. 

The Dutch community in 
Melbourne is loosely estim- 
ated to be 35,000 strong and al- 
ready Wannet and his com- 
mittee see positive signs that 
many Dutch people are be- 
coming interested in being in- 
volved with the club.

Wilhelmina expects to be 
formed into a company by the 
end of next month and earlier 
this week Wannet submitted 
plans on clubroom extensions 
for couneil approval. The club 
will use a lot of its own volun- 
tary labor in the project which 
could cost around $35,000. 

Membership has more than 
doubled this season and the 
new committee is confident of 
developing Wilhelmina into 
one of Victoria's major clubs.
